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Detailed Description Text - DETX (19) : 

The interaction between the mobile unit and every other 
local unit is the 

same as the interaction between the mobile unit and local 
unit 10b except that 

different codes are employed. Thus, the officer can check 
the status of many 

monitored persons by going into the vicinity of each local 
unit in sequence, 

thus bringing mobile unit 14 within the report signal 
transmission range of 

each local unit 10 in sequence by setting the appropriate 
codes on panel 80. 

Where there are several relatively closely spaced monitoring 
locations, and 

hence several closely spaced local units, the mobile unit may 
be within signal 

range of several local units simultaneously. However, 
receiver 96 of mobile 

unit 14 will accept only signals bearing the particular 
report ident i f icat ion 

code selected by operation of code entry panel 80 and 
associated components. 

Further, the callout signal sent by transmitter 88 will match 
the local 

identification code of only one local unit 10. Mobile unit 
14 therefore will 

interact with only one local unit at a time. 
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
